Officials Mull 
Airport Needs 


Pair Robs 
‘Shoppe,’ 
Nabs Model 


Collin County Sheriff’s Department 
officers are investigating an arm ed 
robbery and kidnapping that occurred 
early Wednesday night at the Body 
Shoppe 
M odeling 
Studio 
n ear 
Lewisville in the far southwestern 
portion of the county. 
Mary Wieringa, 18, an employee of 
the studio, was allegedly kidnapped at 
gunpoint at approximately 7:30 p.m. 
by a white man in his late 20s or early 
30s and a white woman in her late 
teens or early 20s. 
The pair apparently entered the 
studio last night and engaged in light 
conversation 
with 
night 
m anager 
Charles Dismore, employee Doris 
Jackson and Ms. Wieringa. The man 
then pulled a revolver from his coat 
and took the group to the back of the 
trailer where he tied up Dismore and 
Ms. Jackson. 
He then took an undetermined 
amount of cash from the studio. The 
man and his fem ale companion left 
with Ms. W ieringa after telling 
Dismore and Ms. Jackson that he 
would kill them if they called the 
police. 
Ms. Wieringa was released around 
3:30 a m. 
today som ew here in 
Grayson County where she notified 
law enforcement officials there. The 
Grayson County Sheriffs Department 
then contacted Collin County. 
The male suspect is described as 5- 
foot, 9-inches tall, 165 lbs., with a full 
dark red, curly beard. The female is 
approximately 5-foot, 10-inches tall, 
160 lbs., with wavy blonde hair. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Evidence 
is accu m u latin g that A m erican 
school children increasingly show risk 
factors for future heart disease. 
A num ber of recent studies indicate 


environmental, nutritional and other 
deficiencies could be endangering the 
future well-being of youngsters from 
coast to coast. Heart disease, the 
nation’s leading killer, accounts for 
about half the deaths in middle-aged 
men. 
"There seems to be no doubt that 
the roots of arteriosclerosis (one type 
of hardening of the arteries), certain 
cancers and stroke begin in childhood, 
and that many of these ‘roots’ are 
related to our personal habits and 
style of living,” one study said. 
Evidence mounts: 
—46 percent of a sample of 8-to 12- 
year-old boys in California had one 
risk factor for coronary heart disease, 
and an additional 14 percent had two 
or more risk factors. 
—A continuous rise is shown in 
children’s blood pressures throughout 
the school years, according to one 
study. High blood pressure is con­ 
sidered one of the risk factors for 
diseases involving the heart and blood 
vessels. O thers include c ig arette 


smoking, obesity, poor physical fit­ 
ness and high levels of fats, like 
cholesterol, in the blood. 
A National Institutes of Health task 
force on blood pressure control in 
children recommended that doctors 
caring for children aged 3 and older 
should routinely m easure blood 
pressure once a year. 
—A Westchester County-New York 
City study of schoolchildren, ll to 14, 
found 43 percent had "abnormally 
high’’ cholesterol levels; IO percent 
reported 
they 
w ere 
c ig arette 
smokers, with girls outnumbering 
boys 2-1; 12 percent were overweight, 
and 2 percent had sufficiently high 
blood pressure to be referred to 
doctors. 
—A federally subsidized study of 
school-age children 
in 
Rochester, 
Minn.; Bogalusa, La., and Muscatine, 
Iowa, found that 
“some children 
attain levels of cholesterol and blood 
pressure that when present in adults 
are predictive for the development of 
future coronary heart disease.” 


R epresentatives of the T exas 
A eronautics Com m ission, F ed eral

Texas Council of Governments led 
discussion on the airport development

Also present for the conference 
were public

representatives, city officials and 
private citizens from Collin. Denton, 
Rockwall and Hunt Counties 
Merrill Goodman of the Texas 
Aeronautics Commission opened the 
m eeting with a half-hour slide 
presentation detailing the work of the 
commission and the Texas Airport 
System Plan. 
He noted that a 20-year plan for the 
four-county North Texas region had 
been developed by the Council of 
Governments and was continually 
being updated in regard to economic 
conditions, community objectives and 
other factors determining the need 
and timing of airport development. 
Goodman said that th ere a re 
currently 247 general aviation air­ 
ports (those other than commercial 
airports) in Texas and added that the 
state will need 300 such airports by 
1985. 
Five general aviation airports are 
located within Collin County—Aero 
Country, Lavon North, Air Park, 
Shiloh and Dallas North. 
A sixth Collin County airport will 
open within a year, according to a 
report given at the W ednesday 
meeting. A new general aviation 
airport 
located 
just 
south 
of 
McKinney "should be a boom to in 
dustrial growth” in central Collin 
County, claimed McKinney Airport 
Board officials. 
City of Plano planner Bob Buf­ 
fington reported that the city is not 
currently 
considering 
a irp o rt 
development and that Plano is relying 
primarily on its surrounding private 
airports—Shiloh, Dallas North and 
Air Park. 
Activity at Shiloh Airport, located 
near far southeast Plano within the 
Richardson city limits, is limited, an 
airport spokesman said, due to the 
size of the small facility and the lack 
of taxiways. Dallas North Airport, on 
the other hand, was claimed to be 
"rather busy” with 80-base aircraft 
Air Park m anager Dave Noell 
explained that his airport is different 


trom most because houses located 
next to the runway are equipped with 
hangars for private planes. He added 
that he is "anxious for the cooperation 
of the City of Plano” since the city is 
benefiting from the private airport 
without having to pay tax dollars for 
its upkeep.

Help Screen Police Candidates 
Tests

Editor’s Note: This is the second in 
a series about the making of a police 
officer. Ken Presley was selected at 
random as the focus of the series, but 
the story would be basically the same 
if any other officer were chosen. 
Although many are called, few are 
chosen by the Plano Police Depart­ 
ment. 
When six new officers were needed 
last spring, 88 people took a written 
test ad m in istered by the Texas 
Commission on Law Enforcement 
Standards and Education. 
The three hour test is designed to 
screen out those who have no aptitude 
for police work. Only 33 applicants 
passed 
the exam 
which 
covered 
general 
know ledge 
as 
well 
as 
situations 
which 
m ight 
be 
e n ­ 
countered by police officers 
Ken Presley was one of the minority 
who passed. The written exam was 
only one of many tests he would have 
to pass before he became a police 
officer. 
Results of the written test are 
available in about 24 hours. Successful 
applicants are then taken over an 
agility course patterned after ob­ 
stacles an officer often encounters. 
Presley and the rest of the group 
scaled 
three 
barriers, 
zig-zagged 
am id 
telephone 
poles, 
craw led 
through a concrete pipe, walked up a 
slanted pole, balanced on a horizontal 
pole and hand-walked across monkey 
bars 
This was only the first event The 
hopefuls also had to run up and down 
flights of stairs, carry a dead weight 
of 175 pounds for about 75 feet and run 
a quarter-mile. 
"I was shocked at first when I knew 
I'd have to run the agility course,” 
Presley adm its. "The whole depart­ 
ment—not just the applicants—has to 
take it. though, and you’re really 


proud after it’s over.” 
Hiring is a year-round job for the 
local departm ent because of the city’s 
rapid growth. One of the prime 
responsibilities of the Administrative 
Services Division is to recruit and 
process applicants. 
During the last fiscal year, 16 of­ 
ficers were added to the force and 21 
have been authorized for the coming 
year. To insure that Plano has the best 
to choose from, the department ad­ 
vertises vacancies in all the largest 
papers, 
recruits at 
colleges 
and 
universities and attends career days 
sponsored by groups and schools. 
"We’re busy most of the year on 
some phase of hiring,” confirms Lt. 
Tommy Ashley. "We do some of our 
recruiting over the phone and through 
the mail, but we also have to go out to 
the various schools as well. 
"We stress the employment ad­ 
vantages in Plano,” he adds. "It’s fast 
growing and the departm ent has good 
benefits In return we want the best 
officers.” 
After an applicant passes the 
written and agility tests, Ashley and 
his division move in to thoroughly 
investigate his background. 
Each applicant signs a release 
allowing the d ep artm en t to in ­ 
vestigate confidential inform ation 
and then the questions begin 
Starting with the applicant who 
scored the highest on the written 
exam (agility is pass-fail). Ashley and 
another officer conduct preliminary 
interviews. 
‘‘The 
first 
tim e 
we 
talk 
to 
somebody," Ashley says, “we want to 
know why he wants the job and why in 
Plano We also check to be sure that 
he fits all our requirem ents—21 to 35 
years old, high school education or the 
equivalent. 20-20 corrected vision, not 
color blind and never convicted of a 
felony." 


Each applicant is also asked to fill 
in a detailed personnel form which 
covers everything from hobbies to 
previous crimes. 
The department wants to know if 
the applicant has ever applied to 
another police agency, what the status 
of that application is, if the applicant 


has ever had any trouble on the job, 
with credit or his wife. 
The answers to all these questions 
and more build up a picture of the 
applicant’s character, according to 
Ashley, but some negative answers 
don’t necessarily rule out the hopeful 
"On credit questions, we want to 


know if a guy is honest and sincere, ” 
Ashley explains "it doesn’t m atter if 
he’s in debt 
but we don’t want 
somebody who skips out on six months 
worth of bills. 
"If he has a lot of traffic tickets,” 
Ashley notes, 
‘‘we don’t 
w ant

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One of the inherent problems of any mobile radio communications system, both hobby type 
and commercial, is the presence of noise Noise is any sound other than the signal you want to 
receive. It can sound like buzzing, crackling, popping, whining, static or clicking The clarity 
and useful range of any mobile radio receiver can be increased by suppressing noise levels. 
Mobile radio background noise is usually caused by one or a combination of the following: 
ignition noise, generator alternator noise; accessory noise caused by motors (air con­ 
ditioners. windshield wipers, air horns, etc.) 
Conducted noise is any unwanted signal that is directed into the radio through the wiring, 
while radiated noise is usually caused by a component that “sparks” within your automobile 
thereby releasing a wide range of interference causing frequencies. When automobiles are 
manufactured they normally are designed w itll devices that suppress noise to broadcast AM- 
FM radios. Little thought, particularly with older cars, was ever given to noise interference 
to 2-way radio equipment. 
Most noise problems can be cured by installation of the proper type of filter. These are 
commercially available and you should buy the best you can afford. A filter, in laym an's 
terms, is a selective network of electronic components (resistors, coils, capacitors) t hilt offer 
comparatively little opposition to the reception of the frequencies you want, but block tor 
reduce) all unwanted signals. 
Noise suppressing filters for mobile applications are reasonably easy to install yourself by 
following the m anufacturers directions. Most radio service outlets will install the filters if you 
would rather not attem pt it yourself. If the noise is a musical whine that varies with engine 
speed, you will need an alternator-generator filter. A clicking sound which varies as ac­ 
cessories are turned on indicates a filter might be needed for the voltage regulator. Popping 
noises can usually be stopped by a filter installed on the ignition coil. (Use resistor type spark 
plugs also.) Determination of which accessory is causing interference can be made by tur­ 
ning each on and off. When you find the offending accessory, installation of a feed-thru filter 
will normally be effective. Miscellaneous noise can be reduced by installing an all purpose 
filter on the power leads entering the transceiver. 
We strongly recommend the filters m ade by the Cornell-Dubilier Electric Corporation. This 
brand is widely stocked by electronic supply houses in most major cities. 
Another point you should check when tracking down stray noise 
the shield of your coax 
cable should be grounded properly. Be certain that the shield is attached to the mobile mount 
and that the screw in the mount bites into bare metal Sometimes the metal that you mount 
your mobile antenna on is not a good ground. Test the antenna w ith a meter by running a wire 
from the vehicle frame. Try to mount your mobile antenna on the top of or the rear trunk area 
of your car....far away from the motor compartment. 
Base station noise filters are also available Small appliance filters that plug into outlets 
w ill reduce interference caused by hot combs, blenders, electric shavers, vacuum! cleaners, 
hair dryers, and the like. Noise should be stopped at its source if at ail possible. Filters are 
also available if noise conies in on your base station power lines Be sure that the filter is of 
adequate current carrying capacity. 
Fluorescent lighting can also cause objectionable receiver noise. (Tire here is to install a 
0.01-mfd 600V capacitor across the AC line inside the fixture. 
Yes....“ noise” is a problem to the radio hobbyist....but one that usually can bt1 reckoned 
with. As two-way radio use become more and more prevalent, more thought w ill hopefully be 
given by m anufacturers to producing consumer goods that cause less interference to the 
radio user.

If there are no deceptions, 
the background may just be 
a verification of form er jobs, 
credit status, references and 
transcripts. 
A 
background

vestigation normally takes

Plano Senior High's Wildcats have a break in the action 
this week to prepare for the state playoffs. However, all 
eight other District 13-AAAA teams will finish their seasons 
this Friday. 
Plano clinched the playoff rights to District 13-AAAA last 
Friday in a 28-6 win over Denison to finish the regular season 
at 8-1-1. No m atter what the results of any of the games this 
week, Plano will advance against the winner of District 14- 
AAAA in the first round of the state playoffs. 
It is the first Tommy Kimbrough coached team to enter 
the playoffs. However, playoffs are nothing new for the 
Plano Wildcats who have been involved in post-season play 
eight times in the past IO years. 
Kimbrough, the second year coach of the Wildcats who has 
a 14-3-3 overall record, will view Plano’s two possible playoff 
opponents this Friday night. Longview and Lufkin are 
battling for the 14-AAAA title and Kimbrough feels it will be 
a good game between two good teams. 
“Overall, the two team s are just about equal,” Coach 
Kimbrough said. “They are both very good.” 
“Longview has an outstanding defense - very quick. They 
don’t m ake many mistakes offensively. Their offense is just 
about as good as their defense - outstanding.” 
“ Lufkin has outstanding size. They have outstanding 
running backs.” 
“ I expect a real close gam e,” commented Kimbrough. 
Plano and the winner of 14-AAAA will play either Friday, 
Nov. 18 or Saturday, Nov. 19. Plano officials will meet with 
the representatives of the Longview-Lufkin winner after the 
game Friday night at Lufkin. 
It might be an open week for Plano but not for the other 
eight loop teams. Sherman can gain a co-championship with 
a win over Richardson to finish 9-0-1 on the season.

However, Plano enters the playoffs under controversy. 
Officials in the Plano-Sherman game ruled that penetrations 
were tied and awarded Plano the game on an edge in first 
downs. A review of gam e films determined Sherman ac­ 


tually had one more penetration than Plano. However, those 
films also showed that Sherman didn’t score one of their 
touchdowns. 
Sherman never filed an official appeal although their 
school board discussed possible legal action against the 


University Interscholastic League. The UIL commented 
that rulings of officials made in a game stand even though 
the outcome of the district’s playoff representation was at 
stake. 
Controversy or not, Plano will be in the playoffs and they 
will enter with a number IO ranking from the United Press 
International. 
Plano hasn’t broken the Associated Press top IO and they 
are rated number 21 by the Harris Rating System.
